STUDENT ORGANIZATION URGES AID--New initiatives and actions to provide concrete 
material assistance to the liberation struggle in Southern Africa have been adopted 
by the East, Central and Southern African students organizations consultative meet- 
ing which started last Monday, was officially closed by the prime minister, Mr 
Cleopa Msuya.

FOREIGN MINISTER WARNS U.S. ABOUT OIL WEAPON 
Paris AFRICA AFP in English 22 Sep 81 p 22 


[Text] Rome, September 19--Angolan Foreign Minister Paulo Jorge warned here 
Friday that his country would not hesitate to use its oil wealth as a weapon if 
the United States threatened Angola's territorial integrity. 


The U.S. oil company Gulf Petroleum extracts large amounts of oil from Angola's 
Cabinda enclave. 


He toid a press conference here after meeting earlier with Italian President 
Sandro Pertini, Premier Giovanni Spadolini, Foreign Minister Emilio Colombo and 
top officials of the state oil company ENI, that Angola was "seriously worried" 
about the rapprochement between Washington and Pretoria, which he said could 
lead to a plan to destabilise Angola. 


“If the U.S. wants to go that far, we will do our best to reply appropriately,” 
he said. 


M. Jorge said greater economic and technological aid for Angola, especially in 
the petroleum and petrochemical fields, had been discussed during his visits to 
Italy and before that to West Germany. A large contract had been drawn up with 
ENI. 


Cuban "Nightmares" 


On U.S. calls for Cuban troops to withdraw from Angola, Mr Jorge said that if 
the Americans “have nightmares because of the Cubans, it's not our fault." 


The U.S. position did not make sense, he said. According to Washington, the 
presence of South African troops in Namibia was legal, while the Cuban presence 
in Angola was illegal. 


He reiterated that the Cubans were helping Angola to build a regular army and 
develop the country's economic, social and health facilities. He denied there 
were any East German troops in Angola and added that at the recent meeting in 
Lagos of the Southern African "front-line" states military aid to Angola had 
been discussed. (A.F.P.)

[Interview with Rodeth Gil, secretary of state for social affairs of Angola, date 
and place not indicated] 


[Text] The People's Republic of Angola is confronted with a 
serious refugee problem. There are now in Angola about 
73,000 refugees from various neighboring countries, namely, 
Namibia, South Africa and Zaire. Moreover, thousands of 
Angolan refugees who fled the country during the war against 
the FNLA and UNITA are now returning. 


To provide the necessary food assistance to all the refugees 

is causing the Ang-lan officials grave concern. The situation 
was the topic of an interview granted to JORNAL DE ANGOLA 

by Rodeth Gil, member of the MPLA-Labor Party Central Committee 
and secretary of state for social affairs. Following are some 
excerpts from that interview. 


Question: What is the position of the RPA [People's Republic of Angola] regarding 
the refugee situation in general? 


Answer: Our country receives and will continue to receive any individual who 
seeks asylum in our territory. Hence we have refugees in Angola from the neigh- 
boring countries, mainly Namibia and South Africa, which are engaged in a war of 
liberation against racism and “apartheid.” Let us make it clear: our country 
will always give asylum to anyone who requests it. 


Question: What have been the major settlement areas for the returning Angolans? 
How have they been integrated into the social and economic life of the country? 


Answer: The major settlement areas for the Angolan refugees are Cabinda, Zaire, 
Moxico and Uije provinces. These have also been the major ports of entry. The 
refugees’ social and economic integration has been carried out through the Labor 
Ministry and other agencies. This integration is slow, however, and in no way 
meets our expectations. The delay in integrating the returning refugees has 
fostered certain situations, which our country must deal with, such as the con- 
tinuing creation of nuclei of unemployment and uncontrolled groups. 








The failure to achieve the socioeconomic integration of the refugees has fostered 
a rural exodus to the large cities. It is obvious that the placement of the 
refugees demands a joint effort with other ministries, mainly the Labor and Agri- 
cultural ministries, among others. 


As we have been able to observe, some of these refugees are trained cadres who 
could make an active contribution to the process of national reconstruction. 


Question: Many returned refugees are coming directly tc the large urban centers 
like Luanda, where conditions are often unfavorable, to resume their lives. How 
is this problem of their social integration being handled? 


Answer: On their arrival, the returnees go first to transition camps. These 
camps have little to offer, but contrary to what had been hoped, and for a variety 
of reasons, their stay in these camps has been quite lengthy. Most of the people 
in the transition camps in Luanda are working, but since they are all »orking in 
Luanda, there is not enough housing for them. 


This problem is not only the responsibility of the Secretariat of State for Social 
Affairs. All government agencies should be involved in its solution. Meanwhile, 
it is necessary to place the refugees in productive sectors throughout the 
country. 


When they arrive and opt to remain in Luanda, they are naturally faced with a 
serious housing problem--and all the other problems follow. Even if they find jobs, 
they cannot solve this very difficult problem. Although we are constantly con- 
cerned with finding employment for returning countrymen, they continue to live, 
for the most part, in the transition camps. But the Secretariat of State for 
Social Affairs can only do so much. 


Question: What technical and material assistance for the Angolan refugees has 
come from abroad? What countries and international organizations have contributed 
most ? 


Answer: The international organizations providing the most assistance to the 
Angolan refugees are mainly UNICEF, the HCR [UN High Commission for Refugees] and 
the WFC [World Food Council]. This aid consists of clothing, food, teaching 
materials and so on. However, many agencies and countries that assist us send 
these articles not only for returning Angolans but for refugees from neighboring 
states who are now in Angola. 


The aid mainly comprises donations of such foodstuffs as baby food, soybeans, flour 
and milk, and articles of clothing. It should be noted that this support often 
does not meet the needs of the refugees and repatriated Angolans, saad we still 
have to deal with the problem of the people displaced by the war imposed on us 

by South Africa. so the RPA often has to expend material supplies and food to take 
care of these difficult situations. 


Question: What steps has the Secretariat of State for Social Affairs taken regard- 
ing the refugees who are still in neighboring states, to arrange for their return 
to Angola and their integration in our national development? 








Answer: A delegation of the secretariat has visited the Republic of Zaire, where 
most of the Angolan refugees are located now. In Zaire, we tried to meet with 
the refugees and talk to them. We had no great difficulties, because all of them 
expressed a desire to return to Angola. The same is true of the Angolan refugees 
in the Republic of Zambia. 


Their return must be planned and supervised, however. Otherwise we will be unable 
to meet all the needs that must be taken care of. On the other hand, not all the 
Angolans have had an opportunity to hear our appeal--only those we reach in our 
trips to countries where the refugees are located. 


Question: There are displaced people living in the jungle because of the unjust 
war waged against us by the retrograde Pretorian regime on behalf of international 
imperialism. What has the secretariat been doing to assist them? 


Answer. We have developed joint efforts with the party provincial, communal and 
municipal committees and other government agencies to solve the problem of the 
displaced people. Their problems merit serious attention. 


We have found that it is much easier to work with a disvlaced person because he 
has a better understanding of our true circumstances and wants to become engaged 
in the productive process. The only problem--perhaps the one that concerns us 
the most--is the health of these people. They are severely malnourished, par- 
ticularly the children, when they come out of the jungle. Once we overcome this 
malnutrition, their integration in the prodcutive process is easy. 


Question: What aid has the Secretariat of State for Social Affairs provided to 
refugees of other countries, particularly southern African countries still strug- 
gling against South African domination? 


Answer: We have always demonstrated our solidarity with peoples struggling against 
colonialism, imperialism and "apartheid." Here our support has been limited, be- 
cause it has been restricted to the liberation movements, which also receive sup- 
port from other progressive countries and international organizations. Therefore, 
support from the secretariat has consisted mainly of clothing and foodstuffs. 


Question: How many refugees from neighboring countries are now receiving aid from 
the People's Republic of Angola? 


Answer: There are now about 73,000 refugees in our country, including 50,000 
Namibians, 18,000 Zairians and 5,000 South Africans.

REPRESSING PROTESTS REPORTS DENIED--Luanda, 30 Sep (AFP)--The offical Angolan news 
agency ANGOP today denied for the second time in less than 1 week reports published 
in Lisbon that street demonstrations organized in Luanda were severely repressed. 
Two Lisbon rightwing dailies--O DIA (morning) and A TARDE (afternoon)--published 
reports allegedly reaching them from the Angolan capital (where they have no cor- 
respondent) that tens of demonstrations were kiled or wounded during the demonstrations 
which took place until last Saturday in Liianda. According to the newspapers, the 
demonstrators were protesting against the high cost of living, the problems of sup- 
plies and privileges enjoyed by SWAPO militants and Cubans. In its denial broad- 
cast today, ANGOP indicated that the reports are blatant lies published by reaction- 
ary newspapers which are nostalgic about the colonial era. According to the agency, 
these newspapers wish to criticize the strong support Angola gives to SWAPO. [Text]

REPATRIATION DEMANDED BY USSR--The Moscow government "demands the immediate repatri- 
ation of the bodies of the four Soviet citizens killed, as well as of the man captured 
during the recent South African incursions in southern Angola," the Soviet news 
agency TASS said yesterday, confirming the murder of Soviet citizens in Cunene. 

The news published by TASS and widely circulated by international news agencies 
Says that two military specialists providing assistance in Angola and their respec- 
tive wives were killed by the South African army, which also captured a mechanic 

of the same nationality. The Soviet news agency, denouncing Pretoria‘'s statements, 
according to which Soviet military officers are fighting in Angola with the SWAPO 
guerrilla forces, affirms that "the whole world knows that the Soviets are provid- 
ing political, diplomatic and military support to Angola." “Our activities in 
Angola, as in any other country, do not go beyond technical assistance and train- 
ing of Angolan military personnel," this news agency also writes. The same source 
adds that Soviet citizens are working in Angola in various fields. [Text] [Maputo

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KEREKOU STATEMENT UPON RETURN FROM PARIS

[Excerpts] President Kerekou returned to Cotonou this afternoon from Paris where he 
has just paid a 3-day official and working visit. He was welcomed on arrival from 

the aircraft by the first vice chairman of the permanent committee of the National 
Revolutionaty Assembly, members of the Central Committee of our wangvard party, the 
People's Revolutionary Party of Benin (PRPB), members of the permanent committee of 
the National Revolutionary Assembly, members of the National Executive Council, the 
diplomatic corps and a large crowd of militants of the revolution in Cotonou. In 

the VIP lounge in Cotonou, President Kerekou spoke to David Goushina about the results 
of his visit to France. 


[Begin Kerekou recording] Drawing lessons from the history of our hardworking and 
militant people, and on the basis of the experience gained during the period between 
1894 to date, and more precisely since 26 October 1972 when we embarked upon our 
revolutionary process of national liberation, we paid our first official and working 
visit to Paris, at the invitation of His Excellency Mr Francois Mitterrand, president 
of the French Republic, from 23 to 25 September 1981. This visit, which was made 
within a new political context, took place in very good conditions. The keynotes 

of the visit were austerity and rigor in all our views. 


Apart from the historical tie which exists between Benin and France and whose develop- 
ment has seen its ups and downs since we started the revolutionary process on 

26 October 1972--as must be expected--we can say today that there are favorable con- 
ditions now in France with the advent of the ruling forces of progress led by Francois 
Mitterrand as the president of the republic. Under these conditions, our party and 
our revolutionary state decided, on behalf of our people and their democratic and 
popular revolution, that we should positively honor the friendly invitation by 
Francois Mitterrand, president of the French Republic. We decided to do so in spite 
of the nature and consequences of the unresolved quarrel between Benin and France. 
This is what we mean, understand and interpret objectively by the words austerity and 
rigor. 


In any case, during our visit to Paris we talked at length on Wednesday, 23 September 
1981, with Francois Mitterrand who took the initiative of calling for this meeting 
which we described as historic; after our talks at the Elysee we made a public state- 
ment to the press. We gave a run down of our discussion which was held in an atmo- 
sphere of frankness. We expressed the needto and affirmed our political desire to 














solve, as soon as possible, all the difficulties and all the problems connected with 
the quarrel which, for some time now, has darkened the political relations between 
Benin and France. It was also decided that we should take all necessary measures, as 
soon as possible, to prompt dynamic cooperation between our two countries and people. 
To this effect, several contacts were made at the ministerial level before we left 
Paris. We expressed to President Francois Mitterrand the high appreciation of our 
party and our revolutionary state for the courageous and constructive stand of the 


new French Government concerning the great African matters, particularly those related 


to the independence of Namibia, the armed aggressions against the frontline states, 
the self-determination of the Saharan people and the reconstruction of Chad which has 
been devastated by a long national liberation war followed by a bloody civil war. 

We also told President Francois Mitterrand of our strong hope tliat France, under his 
leadership, will increase its aid to African countries to enable them overcome the 
numerous economic hardships caused by the international economic crisis. Finally, 

we also stressed the courageous and constructive stand of the new French Government 
toward the development of the Third World countries in general and that of Africa in 
particular, notably during the recent UN conference on the 31 least developed coun- 
tries. 


On the whole, on our return from Paris we can say that we are very confident. of the 
future of the new relations of cooperation between Benin and France and we are con- 
vinced that these relations will henceforth be developed on a new and sound basis. 
Also, during our 5 days in Paris, we visited the headquarters of the UNESCO on Thurs- 
day, 24 September 1981, at the invitation of Ahmadu Maktar Mbow, director general of 
the UNESCO. On behalf of our people, our party and our revolutionary state, we ad- 
dressed members of the Executive Council who were holding an ordinary session. 


Finally, on behalf of all the hardworking Beninese people, we would like to send our 
sincere and heartfelt thanks to President Francois Mitterrand, to the French Govern- 
ment and to the entire French people for the friendly and warm welcome which was 
siven to the delegation of our party and our revolutionary state throughout our visit 
in Paris. [End recording]

CENTRAL AFRICAN REPUBLIC 


FRENCH MAP PRINTING, TRANSPORT AGREEMENTS SIGNED 
Paris AFRICAN AFP in English 18 Sep 81 p 22 


[Text] Bangui, September 17--France and the Central African Republic have agreed 
here on two new financing arrangements less than three weeks after the Army 
deposed President David Dacko. 


Officials said the arrangements were expected to have considerable bearing on 
the military regime's stated objective of revitalising the country's lagging 
economy, which new Head of State General Andre Kolingba has said will be a pre- 
condition for handing back power to a civilian government. 


One agreement is for 25 million CFA francs (some 80,000 dollars) for printing 
geographical and geological maps compiled from surveys made by France's Office 
of Overseas Scientific and Technical Research. 


The maps will be a major tool in planning economic development in the key sec- | 
tors of agriculture, forestry and mineral prospecting, it was stated. 


The second agreement it is for 315 million CFA francs (some 1,050,000 dollars) 
for transport, a major factor in this landlocked country. The main item cov- 
ered is the restoration of the river pushboat (a tug for barges) Ville de Bangui, 
used for oil convoys up the Oubangui River to here from Brazzaville in the 
Congo. 


At yesterday's signing ceremony, Centrafrica's Minister for Planning, Interna- 
tional Cooperation and Statistics said the ruling Military Committee of National 
Recovery (CMRN) was "firmly determined to redynamise cooperation with France." 


Lieutenant-Colonel Alphonse Kongolo said the change of regime on September 1 
‘had “opened a new era for cooperation, which we wish to see more active than 
ever."

On Monday, Gen. Kolingba told foreign diplomats that the CMRN had taken up the 
task of relaunching the economy and “creating conditions favourable for the 
exercise of real democracy." 


The Armed Forces, which took over from President David Dacko a fortnight ago, 
had no intention of holding on to power or setting up a military dictatorship, 
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Gen Kolingba said. But he added that the CMRN would only have accomplished its 
mission when it had set up "the machinery of a healthy economy allowing a decent 
standard of living." 


He assured the diplomats that the Government was determined to respect the 
wishes of Western creditor countries--Austria, France, Italy, Switzerland, 
the United States and West Germany--who decided last June that Bangui should 
pay off its foreign debt of some 200 million dollars in nine years, with a 
grace period of four years. (A.F.P.)

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GOUKOUNI ADVISER GIVES BONGO MESSAGE, COMMENTS

[Excerpts] The president of the republic, His Excellency El Hadj Omar Bongo, this 
morning received a message from Chadian President Goukouni Oueddei. The message 
was conveyed by Youssouf Sale Abass, Chad's presidential advisor on diplomatic mat- 
ters. The Chadian envoy then held lengthy discussions with the head of state in the 
presence of Marting Bongo, minister of state for foreign affairs and cooperation and 
Albert Yangari, secretary of state for public relations. 


As you are aware, the founder of the renovation is closely watching the economic and 
political development in Chad, whose people he has always been seeking to reconcil- 
iate. Last Satwrday evening, that is 48-hours ago, President Bongo, who was holding 
discussions with the responsible officials of the press, launched an appeal to the 
international community for the reconstruction of Chad, which has been destroyed by 
a murderous civil war. The Chadian envoy, who had already come on similar missions — 
to Libreville, refused to disclose the contents of the message from President 
Goukouni Oueddei. He simply declared on Albert Mbiomo's microphone that the mes- 
sage dealt with the good relations between Libreville and Ndjamena. 


[Begin recording] [Youssouf Sale Abass] I have no right to say anything whatsoever. 
If the presidency of the republic of Gabon wishes to make a communique to the press, 
then you have to refer to it. I have no mandate to make statements. 


[Question] Mr advisor, what are the relations between Libya and your country fol- 
lowing President Goukouni's declaration on the issue of the Libyan troops stationed 
in Chad? 


[Answer] On the question, I will not have much to tell you because in his press 
conference--I think it was on 18 September in Paris--President Goukouni explained 
his government's stance on the presence of Libyan troops in Chad. 


[Question] What is the situation prevailing in the eastern part of the country, 
particularly fighting has been reported between the government troops and certain 
rebel troops, a situation likely to cast a shadow over the Sudan-Chad relations? 
What is the situation exactly? 


[Answer] I think that the position of the Chadian Government on this issue was 
definitely explained in a message it sent to the OAU chairman to explain the 
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situation on our eastern border. In a press conference, President Goukouni brought 
up the issue again in order to inform international opinion on what was going on at 
the border. 


[Question] President Goukouni has sent a letter to the Security Council without 
yet filing a complaint. Does this mean that the situation in the eastern region has 
returned to normal? 


[Answer] Yes, it has. The regions which were affected are currently under the control 
of the Chadian Government and the message to the OAU chairman was only meant to warn 
against the foreseeable consequences likely to jeopardize the relations between Chad 
and the countries referred to. So it was intended to provide further information on 

the external threats facing Chad. 


[Question] Mr advisor, do you advocate an African peace-keeping force or the creation 
of an integrated army in Chad as called for by President Bongo? 


[Answer] The position wf the Chadian Government was explained in particular at the 
OAU summit conference. President Goukouni said clearly that Chad must be assisted 
by all means in setting up an integrated national army, which does not rule out the 
sending of an African peace-keeping force. Unfortunately, you are aware that the 
force is long to come. We have not lost hope, and though we are still expecting it, 
we had rather take care of our own security than let others do it for us. This is 
quite hormal and we henceforth prefer President Bongo's solution which insists on 
the setting-up of a Chadian national integrated army rather than totally relying 

on the sending of an African force. We could not indefinitely be protected [words 
indistinct]. 


[Question] You have just mentioned that the African peace-keeping force is slow to 
come. Do you not think that the UN troops should be called in? 


[Answer] We leave the settlement of this question with the OAU which committed it- 
self since the Nairobi summit to finding a solution to it. We are waiting. But we 
will not remain inactive with regard to our integrated national army. On our part, 
we will try to establish contacts and acquire the means to launch the integrated army 
whose process has already begun with the setting-up of a unified staff in charge of 
the proposed army. [end recording]

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FRENCH PREPARED TO PROVIDE HUMANITARIAN AID

[Text] Paris, September 18--Visiting Chadian President Goukouni Weddeye con- 
ferred here Thursday with French President Francois Mitterrand about French 
aid to his war-shattered country, which has been heavily dependent on France 
since it gained independence 21 years ago. 


Their meeting, at which French Foreign Minister Claude Cheysson and Chadian 
Interior Minister Mahamat Abba Seid were present, marks effective recognition 
by France of Mr Goukouni's regime, which won a bloody civil war 10 months ago 
with the help of Libyan troops.

Paris wants to see the Libyans withdraw their troops and a pan-African military 
force to be set up to take over security in Chad and help build the new Chadian 


Army. 


The Army question is crucial for the Chadians, who fear that the Government might 
fall apart if the 10,000 or so Libyan troops pull out while the present fighting 
is still going on in Eastern Chad with the rebel forces of former Defence Minis- 
ter Hissene Habre.

[Text] In Lagos, OAU member states meeting under the auspices of that organization 
to find a solution to problems which were tearing apart the sister country of Chad, at 
the request of the various Chadian factions, appointed Congo, among other countries, 
to form a neutral force necessary for the search of peace. Our people, supporting 
their government which welcomed this choice as an act of confidence in them, sent 
their soldiers to Ndjamena. 


Notwithstanding the difficult period through which the Congolese Treasury was pass- 
ing, 1 billion CFA francs was released from our treasury to respond to this duty of 
African solidarity. For 3 months in Ndjamena, the Congolese contingent was waiting 
for the arrival of other units of the neutral force until the crucial moment of the 
violation of the Lagos accord by the Chadian factions. In conformity with the dis- 
cipline preached by the Congolese Labor Party, the Congolese soldiers confined them- 
selves to a camp of the national gendarmerie placed at their disposal by the Transi- 
tional National Union Government of Chad and at a time when French forces based in 
Chad were still there.

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OBSERVERS NOTE DETERIORATION IN TIES WITH FRANCE

[Excerpts] Libreville, 25 Sep (AFP)-—Observers in Libreville have noted that the 
privileged relations which used to exist between the Giscard government and Gabon 
have deteriorated considerably less than 5 months after the coming to power of so- 
cialist French President Francois Mitterrand. 


Paris intends henceforth to depersonalize as much as possible the very close rela- 
tions which used to exist between Presidents Giscard d‘Estaing and Omar Bongo and to 
promote interstate dialogue. 


This very clear-cut evolution is illustrated by the forthcoming departure from Gabon 
on 4 October of French Ambassador to Gabon Maurice Robert, a staunch Gaullist and 
former officer of the SDECE (French Intelligence Service) who for 2 years jealously 
defended French interests in Gabon. Mr Robert had easy access to the palace of 
President Bongo, who is his personal friend. The two men consulted each other re- 
gularly. 


Maurice Robert's successor, Robert Cantoni, who is presently in the central admin- 
istration, will surely not move on such favorable ground. Gabon is wary of social- 
ist France. Mr Bongo has expressed shock in particular with the campaign of lies 
which he claims was launched in the last few months by the French press against hin, 
his wife and his country. 


The Gabonese head of state even goes as far as to openly associate this campaign with 
an attempt to destabilize his regime supported by French authorities. A lack of 
understanding toward Paris has developed in the entourage of President Bongo and 

the French community in Gabon--some 250,000 persons, including a 700-man military 
intervention force--is worried. 


Nevertheless, Gabon does not in any way want to question the importance of coopera- 
tion with France, its main partner (70 percent of commercial exchanges). 


On the contrary it is said in Libreville that the country is very much aware that in 
order to increase its economic growth, France's support is necessary, even if the 


present state of relations between France and Gabon were to cause Mr Bongo to 
nationalize certain French companies. 

















France is omnipresent in Gabon, where it is the first customer and the first finan- 
cier. It supplies Gabon with three-fifths of its foreign aid each eyar. A total 

of 77 percent of all investments in Gabonare French, far more than American invest- 
ments which represent only 8.5 percent. French firms dominate the oil sector, which 
in 1980 represented 60.4 percent of the country's income. 


French industries are currently carrying out 23 projects in the wood, mechanical, 
chemical, agricultural, fishing and cold storage sectors. 


It is also said in Libreville that perhaps it would not be in the interest of the 
French socialist government to shun Gabon publicly as this small Central African 
country (267,667 square kilometers) with very few people (1 million inhabitants) 

is a solid link in the Francophone chain. It is a particular favorite of foreign 
investors as it has immense natural resources. France can still find several markets 
there. Gabon's oil production presently stands at 7.7 million tons a year. Its 
exploitable reserves are estimated at 80 million tons. 





The public debt, which was 540 billion CFA in 1977, fell to 406.8 billion CFA in 
1980. The inflation rate should not exceed 15 percent in 1981. There are hence- 
forth surpluses in the budget and the balance of payments. Gabon's gross domestic 
product ($2,300 per person) is the highest in Africa after Libya's. 


In addition to the sanity of Gabon's finances is the stability of the Bongo regime, 
which was elected for the first time in 1967 and reelected in 1973 and 1979 and which | 
no structured opposition has succeeded in toppling. Finally there are no political 
nm ngPTisoners in Gabon and the violation of human rights is not common. 
Observers consider that given such circumstances, Gabon would net find it difficult 
to find new allies if France. were to fail to support the ruling party unambiguously. 
The United States, Canada, Argentina, Brazil and also Great Britain, Spain or Bel- 
gium have been increasing their gestures and offers for cooperation. 


In Libreville, a nice, small, coastal town of 300,000 inhabitants, the bad image 
that Gabon seems to have in France is surprising and is a reason to question the 
future.

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ACP CHAIRMAN EXPLAINS WITHDRAWAL FROM MERGER

[Text] The National Executive Committee of the Action Congress Party [ACP], has 
explained why the party pulled out of the merger of the five minority parties. 


At a news conference in Accra today, the national chairman of the party, Mr Baafour 
Peprah Antwi-Bosiako, said sometime after the announcement of the date for the elec- 
tion of the leaders of the new party, genuine fears became apparent among the members 
of the ACP. Some of these fears stemmed from the omission to work out an organiza- 
tional structure for the new party and also from the failure to give consideration 

to other matters related to the merger issue. 


Mr Antwi-Bosiako referred to the call by some permanent members of the merging par- 
ties for the postponement of the elections for good reasons which the ACP endorsed. 
The ACP leader, Colonel Bernasko, personally called for the postponement of the elec- 
tions so that things would be put right but these requests were rejected outright. 
Furthermore, the National Executive Committee of the ACP became more concerned with 
the news conference of one of the merging parties in London at which he [as heard] 
posed as his party's presidential candidate and launched a campaign toward that end 
while the merger negotiations were still in progress. 


This, the ACP felt, confirmed allegations of secret meetings being held to pull the 
Popular Front Party out of the merger if the leadership of the merger went contrary 
to expectations. Mr Antwi-Bosiako explained further that the London campaign also 
confirmed the impression that the merger was being manipulated to be an extension 
of an existing party or the resurrection of an old political organization but this 
was contrary to the views of the ACP. 


Furthermore, certain positions which were to be filled after mutual consultations had 
been pledged for votes. The implication of this to the democratic basis of the mer- 
ger was serious enough to disrupt confidence in the party. The ACP therefore felt 
that the leader of the new party would surround himself with his cronies in the 
party's top hierarchy. 


According to the ACP chairman, the party also viewed with deep concern subtle 
pressures being put on Colonel Bernasko to step down and thus lend to the elections 
the farcical impression of unanimity of the support for the leader who might emerge 
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from the elections and this also runs contrary to the democratic prinicples that 
should characterize the operation of political parties in the country. 


The committee therefore felt these pressures had to be resisted. It is not there- 


fore correct thta the pull-out was the result of overambition and the self-seeking 
of Colonel Bernasko.

Speaking at a press conference before flying to Moscow, President Ratsiraka noted 
that in the past the Organisation of African Unity (OAU) had been unable, because of 
lack of means to mount a pan-African force to halt the civil war in Cha. Libya had 
then intervened at the request of President Goukouni Oueddei, who was officially 
recognised as the head of Chad's transitional government of national union, Presi- 
dent Ratsiraka said. 





He added, “The day a pan-African force can replace the Libyan troops in Chad, the 
latter will withdraw if they are no longer necessary. That depends on Africa and the 
oOAU." 


The Malagasy leader confirmed that shortly before his current extensive overseas 
trip, OAU Chairman Daniel Arap Moi, the Kenyan president, had contacted him asking 
for Malagasy contingent for the peacekeeping force, which was called for by the OAU's 
summit in June. 


"I think it is more reasonable and less costly to ask the countries neighboring Chad, 
Madagascar does not have the necessary means." There was therefore no agreement, 
President Ratsiraka said yesterday. 


President Ratsiraka denied having granted bases on Madagascar to the Soviet Union. 
He stressed that it was the only nonaligned country in the region to have refused 
to let both Soviet and American warships call at the island's ports or enjoy facil- 
ities there. 


"We are campaigning for the Indian Ocean to become a zone of peace. I have proposed 
an international conference at Antananarivo (the Malagasy capital) and have received 
positive response," President Ratsiraka said, adding that he was waiting for the 
response of U.S. President Ronald Reagan. 


President Ratsiraka said French President Francois Mitterrand assured him at their 
meeting yesterday that France was ready to negotiate about the handful of small 
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islands in the area claimed by Madagascar--Europa, Bassas da India, Juan de Nova, 
Les Glorieuses and Tromelin. "We are satisfied with that promise,” President 
Ratsiraka commented. “Our countries are not going to go to war for those islands, 
which add nothing to the greatness of France. For us, a poor country, [words in- 
distinct]. 


President Ratsiraka later we~t to Moscow on a special flight of the Soviet airline 


Aeroflot. He had been there early last month on holiday after making visits to — 
Nigeria, Algeria, Libya and India.

RAILROAD EQUIPMENT PURCHASED FROM BRAZIL

[Text] On Wednesday morning at the DNPCF [National Directorate of Ports and Rail- 
ways], in the presence of the Brazilian ambassador to the RPM [People's Republic 
of Mozambique], a contract was signed for the acquisition of 200 ballast cars and 
respective spare parts to be used in renovating and maintaining roads of the CFM 
[Mozambique Railways], notably of the CFM-Norte, where renovation of the Nacala 
line should begin in early 1982. 


Eng Fernando Ferrt ta Mendes, assistant national director of the DNPCF, and other 

directorate high o Jicials signed the contract for Mozambique, and Jose Carlos do 

Couto Viana, director-president of MAFERSA, S.A. of Brazil, which manufactures the 
railway cars, signed for his firm. 


The contract, which is backed by a line of credit granted by the Bank of Brazil 
through CACEX [Foreign Trade Department], provides for delivery of the first consign- 
ment of cars within 6 months after the date the contract goes into effect, and the 
remaining cars within1l months of that date. 


The contract also provides for technical assistance from the supplier to Mozambique 
and the training of Mozambican cadres in Brazil. 


Speaking informally after the signing, Mendes thanked the Brazilian ambassador for 

his honored presence, which he said was highly significant, reflecting the fact 

that relations between the two countries have been intensifying and growing in several 
areas, particularly with respect to renovation and maintenance of CFM infrastructures. 


He added that, within the context of southern African development, it is essential 
that the RPM have the capacity to respond to solicitations. The effectiveness of 
the SADCC [?Commission for the Coordinated Development of Southern Africa] is linked 
to this capacity. 


"The expanded capability of our railways will contribute to this progress which 

is our goal," he said. He concluded by praising the highly understanding manner 

in which the Brazilian counterpart conducted the discussions that led to the signing 
of the contract. 
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In response, the director-president of MAFERSA, S.A. declared: "We are absolutely 
certain that the CFM will be satisfied with our performance. 


"Meanwhile, we would like to make our relations a little closer, beyond the mere 
formality of signing contracts or agreements. 


"I have said before and I say again that we are ready to cooperate in passing on 
our technology. We could even cooperate with Cometal-Mometal. I have not visited 
it, but I have had good reports about it." 


In conclusion, Couto Viana expressed thanks for the way his delegation was welcomed 
and treated in the RPM.

JOINT COMMUNIQUE WITH BULGARIA FOLLOWING MACHEL VISIT

[Text] Following President Samora Machle's unofficial visit of 
friendship to the People's Republic of Bulgaria, the Mozambican 
chief of state and Todor Zhivkov, secretary general of the Bul- 
garian Communist Party [BCP], issued a joint communique describ- 
ing their exchange of information regarding the activities of the 
FRELIMO Party and the BCP. Among other issues, the communique 
condemns South Africa's attacks against its neighboring countries.

It 
was a matter of converting to light commercial aircraft. He said he had no official 
reply to his application for permanent residence, but he planned to go to Pretoria 
for commercial training. 


Looking confident, he said he wanted to enroll at a university after he had started 
flying commercially to study engineering. He had so far had no offers fro commercial 
flying. 


Asked about his treatment by the military authorites, he said the fact that he was 
allowed to train on their aircraft and that he was living in the officers’ mess, 
spoke for itself. 


Replying to a question, he said training on a South African military aircraft was 
useful in getting used to South African procedures and terminology because he had had 
his training in the Soviet Union.

A spokesman for a group of Natal anglers who have just come back from Mozambique, 
told THE CITIZEN this week they had met senior officials of the Machel regime in 
Maputo at the weekend. 


Although the discussion had been informal, the officials of the Mozamibque Government 
made it plain that visas would be granted to South African anglers only in exception- 
al cases. 


The officials said each visa application was studied on its individual merit. They 
also said that South Africans would not be allowed there in large numbers...there was 
no chance of it, they said. 


The Natal fishing group spent about two weeks in Mozamibque. They said little had 
been done to improve resorts like Paradise Island and Xai-Xai. Although the fishing 
was still tremendous, conditions at these two famous resorts were now almost primi- 
tive. 


Gillies were still plentiful but it was difficult to obtain bait, and restaurants 
which previously flourished at these resorts had closed. 


They said the locals were delighted to see South Africans and expressed the wish that 
they would come back in large numbers so that they could make some sort of living.

INCREASED POLITICAL ROLE OF MILITANTS/COOPERANTS ADVOCATED

[Text] Active participation in the tasks of national reconstruction, particularly 
political tasks, by foreign militants who supported FRELIMO in the armed struggle 
for national liberation and are now working in our country: This was an important 
topic for discussion in a meeting held yesterday in the national party headquarters. 


The meeting, which was chaired by Brig. Gen. Marcelino dos Santos, Central Committee 

secretary for economic policy, was attended by Jorge Rebelo, Central Committee secre- 
tary for ideological work, and several veteran foreign militants of various national- 
ities. 


The discussion lasted until after midnight and the guests participated fully, particu- 
larly in the analysis of their increasing exclusion from participation in political 
tasks, which began to be felt soon after national independence was declared.

The lack of a clearly defined role for these militants, some of whom have expressed 
an interest in remaining in the RPM [People's Republic of Mozambique] for a long 
time, has made them feel isolated from Mozambican reality. 


"We have noted this lack, and we are all interested in making your stay here more 
useful. That is the reason for this meeting. We must look together for a way to 
correct this problem," said General dos Santos. 


At another point, dos Santos referred to the important contribution of the partici- 
pants during the armed struggle, which created the firm foundation for their rela- 
tions with FRELIMO. The party leader noted the need and importance of including 
these foreign militants in political tasks, not only in the ministries and enter- 
prises they serve but also in the neighborhoods. 


General dos Santos indicated how useful it would be for these foreign citizens to 
share experiences with the Mozambican people, illustrating his point with examples 

of practical work in the neighborhoods and enterprises, mobilizing the people, promot- 
ing various activities to occupy free time and other work with the mass democratic 
organizations. 
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Several participants expressed their feelings and made it clear that their exclusion 
from political work had limited their contribution to the Mozambican revolutionary 
process. 


Among the issues brought up at the meeting, which reflected thisisolation, was the 
fact that the militants were unfamiliar withthe practical reality of the Mozambican 
revolutionary process.

DIFFICULTIES IN UNANGO REEDUCATION CENTER ANALYZED

[Text] Unango is a unique experiment in national and international solidarity in 
our country. With support from all the provinces of the country and from many foreign 
organizations, the former inmates of the reeducation center, who were released in 
October 1979, are building a new citywhere the center formerly stood. However, 
after 3 months without direction because of the irresponsibility of the high offi- 
cials appointed to oversee the process at the local level, and also for lack of 
coordination with the Niassa program, the development of this experiment has reached 
a stage of crisis. 


There are several contributing factors. 


In the first place, there isthe specific situation of the idividuals most directly 
involved in the experiment: Men who owe a debt to society because of various past 
crimes. Their rehabilitation and return to society was not effected on the day 
they were released. 


Moreover, most of the many projects planned or already under way within the Niassa 
program are concentrated in Unango. 


These circumstances dictate careful coordination and supervision of life in Unango. 
This has not been the case. As the project grew, the problems also grew. Basically, 
it is a matter of a crisis of growth. 


The most evident symptom of this crisis is the demand for wages by some of the former 
inmates. 


Actually, Unango still leads a parasitic life. Generally speaking, most of what 
is consumed there is provided from outside. Production is not yet organized and 
developed enough to achieve economic self-sufficiency. 


Basically, despite the economic level that has been reached there, or could have 


been reached if the process had been conducted better, the spirit of parasitism 
persists in most of these men. 
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This is the central point. It was not decided to build a city there as if it were 
a monument to something or other. The development of Unango is part of the Lucheringo 
Valley project, so the city rests on secure economic foundations. 


Agricultural equipment was provided--tractors and some implements--but they are 
put to ridiculously little use. They grew corn and then waited for OJM [Organiza- 
tion of Mozambican Youth] brigades to help with the harvest, when the residents 
of Unango could have harvested it without any special effort. Great assistance 
was provided, particularly by the OJM and international organizations, in the con- 


struction of temporary housing along new lines for the former center inmates and 
their families. 


Despite all this, and although assitance was necessary to meet the basic needs of 
these people, some of them are demanding wages. 


It is not yet understood that the city of Unango, the city where these men will 
build their future and their children's future, will be born of the economic develop- 
ment which they themselves promote with their own efforts. 


In many cases, they bring the habits of a parasitic life from the past. While they 

were being reeducated they depended on the state for their subsistence. Almost 

2 years after their release, there has in fact been no significant change in their | 
position of dependence. On the contrary, their debt to society has been growing. 


The project has not created the basic conditions for their true liberation. Their 
return to society is not, in fact, coming about. Their daily life has all the condi- 
tions that would continue to foster a parasitic mentality. This is a negation of 

the reason for their release in October 1979. 


This is what the local leadership in Unango has not managed to understand. 


"As far as these directors are concerned, these are notmen. They only see animals. 
Menhave will. Men have desires. Men have enthusiasm; they have an interest. Men 
think, and hence they need to talk things over, in open, frank and direct dialogue. 
We do not find this there. As a result, there is no incentive, interest, program- 
ming or definition of tasks and priorities," said President Samore Machel, analyzing 
the situation in Unango. 


There are aspects of the problem beyond the scope of the local leadership. There 
are questions that call for broader coordination, and these are also reflected in 
the current crisis in Unango. 


In the first place, it took the presidential visit to end the 3-month absence of 
the director of Unango. No one at any other level had taken any steps to correct 
the lack of responsibility existing there. President Machel himself appointed a 
new directorate the day after his visit to Unango.

Another factor is that Unango was not growing as an integral part of the Lucheringo 
Valley development program.

This agricultural project was already in progress, in cooperation with a socialist 
country, when construction of the city of Unango was determined in October 1979. 


No one coordinated these factors. As a result, in Unango, very close to the area 

where the former inmates were setting up their temporary housing, a new urban center 
connected with the Lucheringo project was being created. The agency responsible 

for the project thought the city of Unango should be located on the slope of the a 
mountain;the Lucheringo project city would be about 2 kilometers away. 


Thus there were two urban centers with the same economic base, in close proximity 
geographically but politically distant; the city of the "former inmates of the reedu- 
cation center" and the city of the "Valley Project." 


The economic and social integration of the Unango inhabitants who were released 

in October 1979 was thwarted. This will be corrected. In accordance with a joint 
physical plan, the urbanization of the zone will include everyone, without discri- 
mination, in the development of the region. The hillside zone is being considered 
as a tourist center. 


Associated with this, the agricultural enterprise already in operation there con- 
tracted some of the former center inmates as salaried workers. They were given 

a signed card, however, pointing out that the company did not assume responsibility 
for paying them any wage. 


Although those who are demanding wages are not precisely the same individuals who 
are working there, the fact is that one who is employed as a salaried worker has, 
by definition, the right to a wage. 


Since they do not pay for anything they consume, it was decided to wait for a better 
definition of the situation before determining if they were in fact working for 

the enterprise or not. Meanwhile, they were working there without knowing what 

to expect. They were not working for wages, but in repayment for what was being 
given to them. In short, a new situation of dependence was being created, which 
only fosters parasitism. 


Meanwhile, because the management was not functioning at the local level and deci- 
sions were not being made at any other level, a series of economic and social initia- 
tives linked to the devlopment of Unango has been paralyzed. 


Among these is a polivalent cooperative to develop an assortment of activities re- 
quired for the development of Unango; for example, construction of prefabricated 
housing, carpentry and other activities. Regarding agricultural activity, the zone's 
economic base, part of this will be in collective form, in a cooperative and a state 
unit in Lucheringo Valley, where the first 500 hectares will be planted this year. 


As the first step in all this, however, the labor force must be organized. To date, 
few people know where they will be working or what they will be doing. 


As immediate measures, the appointment of a new directorate for Unango and creation 
of an agency to coordinate the Niassa development plan 2s a whole will, among other 
things, permit these men to become truly integrated in society.

NRM ACTIVITIES SAID TO BE INCREASING IN SCOPE

[Text] Maputo, 14 Sep--The anti-government guerrillas of Mozambique's National Re- 
sistance Movement (NRM) are stepping up and expanding their activities following a 
lull since last June, according to various sources here. 


Sources close to the armed forces said that fighting had taken place in the past few 
weeks with NRM guerrillas in Chicualacuala Province, near where the borders of 
Mozambique, South Africa and Zimbabwe meet. There was no indication of the size of 
the clashes. 


In other incidents six electricity pylons supplying the Indian Ocean port of Beira 
were blown up a fortnight ago near Chimoi, in Manica Province bordering Zimbabwe. 
Shortly afterwards Beira's power supplies were again hit when a nearby power station 
was attacked, but although electricity was rationed the running of the country's 
second largest port was not affected. 


Some 200 kilometres (125 miles) further down the coast, the area round Ilancul in 
Inhambane Province has been partially closed off to civilians because of pockets of 
NRM activity. 


In the affected area sawmills have had to close and road traffic to and from Beira 
travels in convoy with a military escort. 


The resulting insecurity has caused more than a thousand people to flee into Zin- 
babwe from the Espungabera district, where at night the guerrillas prevail, yielding 
to the Government forces during the day. 


The authorities are now forced to resort in some cases to the methods of the former 
colonial powers they themselves fought against before independence: fortified vil- 
lages are beginning to appear in some parts. 


Transport Sabotage 


Last June the Government claimed to have confined the NRM to its sanctuary in Espunga- 
bera, an isolated mountainous region along the Zimbabwean border. But today the 
guerrillas are active in more than one part of the country. 
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Observers here consider the NRM is far from being a threat to the Marxist Government 
of Samora Machel, although it is a worry. The authorit:‘les are particularly sensi- 
tive to their effect on the national economy, sabotaging transport at a time when 
Maputo is attempting to convince its neighbours to use ‘ts ports instead of those of 
South Africa. 


NRM strength was put at some 3,000 men in June, but now is thought to be more. South 


Africa says there are 10,000 and Mozambican sources attribute the increase to the 
infiltration of guerrillas from South Africa itself. (Al’P)

MARAGRA SUGAR UNIT SUFFERS FROM MANPOWER SHORTAGE

[Excerpts] The lack of manpower, aggravated by the strong rains that flooded sugar 
cane plantations during the first 4 months of the year are jeopardizing the produc- 
tion of sugar in the Maragra unit this year. 


According to information provided by the director of the agricultural sector of 
Maragra, production plans for next year are also jeopardized. This is due to the 
fact that only 580 hectares of sugar cane were planted instead of the 1,300 hectares 
originally planned. 


"The lack of manpower is truly worrisome in this unit of production, especially this 
year when absenteeism reached 60 percent in relation to last year," David Hurekure, 
director of agricultural production, explained to us.

Only 434 out of the 1,200 workers needed during the harvest campaign work at all 
times, and only between 2,500 and 2,800 workers are working in the fields. About 
950 to 1,000 workers participated last year in the sugar cane harvest, while 3,500 
to 3,600 workers were busy with other activities in the fields. 


According to David Hurekure, one of the most serious problems at the root of the 
manpower shortage is the irregularity in supplying basic products to the district 
of Manhica. "A large number of workers leave their jobs for two or more weeks in 
search of goods in other districts. They tell us all kinds of stories when they 
come back, some of them false, but we need them so badly that we just have to take 
them back," David Hurekure added. 


Other workers register for the campaign but do not appear when needed because they 
elect to devote their time to family farming. 


During the colonial period, most of the Maragra workers were recruited through 
forcible means. The fact that Maragra is located in an area where manpower for 
South African mines was recruited as well compelled the colonial enterprise to 
solve the problem in cahoots with political authorities. Moreover, many Mozam- 
bicans accused of crimes used to be sent to work in this plantation. All of these 
factors prevented the Maragra company from developing its own stable work force. 


In an attempt to solve this problem, the company has instituted a weekly bonus 

of 75 meticals for all those who work more than 6 consecutive days without being 
late. Following the adoption of this measure, the average number of workers at 
the Maragra company rose from 434 to 750. However, it is feared that this measure 
will have a limited effect and will not solve the problems related to the low 
productivity inherent to the lack of stability of the work force.

DETAILS ON UMBELUZI RIVER DAM CONSTRUCTION PROJECT 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 20 Sep 81 p 8 


[Text] The construction of the Pequenos Libombos dam will effect a profound trans- 

formation in the economic and social plans affecting the Umbeluzi Valley region. 

The dam will make possible the irrigation of 16,000 hectares of land, the installa- 

tion of the necessary infrastructure for the start of the work, namely the construc- 
tion of a residential district to house 3,500 workers. A professional training cen- 
ter will also be built on the site. 


Besides the principal objective, which is to alleviate the problem of the water 
supply of Greater Maputo, the possibility of irrigating other neighboring areas is 
also under study. 


The professional training center, which will originally admit 100 students, will 
offer various courses related to civil construction lasting from 3 to 9 months. 
The students to be admitted will have at least a 5th grade education. 


The access road to the dam will also serve as a conduit for the products of this 
region. 


The dam will also facilitate control of the Umbeluzi River floods which has been 
the scourge of the local population. 


The work is scheduled to be completed within 42 months, beginning in 1982. The 
start of the work may be jeopardized, however, by the adjudication of the responsi- 
bility for supervising the project, which has already suffered extensive delays. 
This step should already have been taken in order to allow the enterprise that 
would win the contract to participate in the discussions with the contractor and 
the planner and prepare for its own project. 


The preliminary work for this project, for which the civil construction contract 
was signed a few days ago, began in 1974 with a general study conducted by the 
Portuguese HIDROPROJECTO company. Talks with various enterprises for the adjudica- 
tion of the civil construction contract began in 1977. Following a number of 
proposals, the choice fell on the Italian Stalistrade SPA and the Cooperative 
Muratori e Cementisti companies since they had presented a financing proposal whose 
terms were quite advantageous for Mozambique. Moreover, the Italian government 
guaranteed a line of credit that could be partially used for this project. 


The African Development Bank and the African Development Fund have been contacted 
for the financing of the project as related to the hydromechanical equipment, the 
supervision, the access road and the cleaning of the artificial lake to be created.

EXPANSION OF CEMENT INDUSTRY REPORTED

[Excerpts] Maputo--After relaunching its heavy industry, Mozambique is now in- 
proving technology in some enterprises in the sector, to overcome some domestic 
market problems and to expand the group of products for export. 


The move in this direction is noticeable in the cement industry, which is not only 
geared to the domestic construction and housing sector, but also to the foreign 
market, consisting mainly of Mozambique's neighbors in southern Africa. 


Technical Training 


Among the countries cooperating most with Mozambique in the cement industry is 
the GDR, whose Solidarity Committee has provided 3.75 million marks to finance 
construction of a new professional training center for cement workers near the 
Mozambican cement plant in Dondo, Sofala Province. 


The center will be built in two phases. The first phase should be concluded in 
1984, and the second and last phase will be completed the following year. The 
center is expected to train 120 apprentices a year. In the near future it should 
have Mozambican technicians qualified to direct it. Ina first phase, the 
Mozambican technicians will be assisted by GDR technicians. 


Construct ion and Housing 


Next year Mozambique also plans to begin constructing prefabricated houses in the 
capital, with an initial production of 200 per year. This figure could be tripled 
in 2 or 3 years to 800 per year. The viability study for the project has already 
been completed and its execution should also take in Sofala, Tete and Quelimane 
provinces. The project is seen as an alternative to permanent construction, in 
view of the nation's current housing problen. 


Export 


One of the major consumers of Mozambique's cement is Tanzania, which should im- 
port 7,000 tons this month. 


In July Mozambique exported 10,000 tons of cement to Malawi. Mozambique has a 
strong cement industry, with three plants located in Matola, Nacala and Condo.

IMPOSSIBLE TO SELL APARTHEID--The chairman of the minister's council in South-West 
Africa, Mr Dirk Mudge, says although he believes, the Americans are serious and 
sincere about resolving the South-West African issue, he cannot say all the problems 
have now been solved. In an interview with Radio South Africa Mr Mudge said he had 
two demands: He wanted fair elections and he wanted the Democratic Turnhalle 
Alliance to be in a position where it could win an election. He said it was not 
possible to win an election against SWAPO while people who lived under an outdated 
system had still to be satisfied. He said it was simply not possible to sell 
Apartheid to the majority of voters in the territory. Mr Mudge said, and we quote: 
while we are saddled with the problems we cannot accept an election because then we 
may not win it. Mr Mudge has favored constitutional guarantees but he wanted to 
(?know) who was going to provide such guarantees, and more siguificantly, who was 
going to import them. Such guarantees made by the United States would not persuade 
his party to take unnecessary and uncalculated risks. The leader of the Democratic 
Turnhale Alliance, Dr Ben Africa, said he believes that if the present American-led 
initiative should Jead to a settlement, difficulties would mount in the future.

/ Text 7 Over the past few days, through interviews or other means, the 
Teaders of the reactionary Right, with Pierre Lagourgue among them, have 
returned to the charge with their plan to create two departments in Reunion. 
we have already denounced this plan, which has more to do with political 
maneuvering than with concern for the real development of our country. 


Today we must review every aspect of this proposal, because it is, firstly, 

an economic error that turns its back on Reunion's development; secondly, 

an administrative error, which does not correspond to the present evolution 
of our country; lastly, it is a political maneuver, intended to counter change 
and maintain the Right in power in Feunion. 


The outcome of 35 years of rightist integration policy within the department- 
alization structures is that now we have in Reunion a completely dislocated 
and unbalanced economy. The policy applied by the Right has caused agricul- 
ture to regress constantly year after year, while the industrial sector (es- 
sentially construction) has stagnated. 


Alongside that, we have seen the tertiary sector develop until it amounts 
to 80 percent of our country's Gross Domestic Product (PIB). 


What has to be seen is that within the tertiary sector, it is government 
service that occupies the largest place. 


Particularly during the past 20 years, we have witnessed the development of a 
bureacracy related to government service, concentrated particularly in the 


capital, Saint-Denis. 


It is the ill-consiaered development of the tertiary sector that has led to 
such imbalances in Reunion's economy. To that must be added a revenue policy 
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that has sanctioned the ever-growing chasm between the private sector and 
the public sector. 


The Right's plan to create two departments in our country will have the con- 

crete effect of strengthening the tertiary sector, the development of govern- 
ment services with departmental civil servants, regional civil servants, and 

state civil servants as well! 


For, as Lagourgue recognizes (unintentionally?), it will be necessary to 
"double the existing departmental services," that is to say, there will be 
essentially administrative jobs created. 
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It is thus plain to see that this plan of the Right's frakly turns its back 
on any real development in Reunion. Our country's development today requires 
absolutely that credit and investment priority go to production, to producers, 
and to the most disadvantaged masses of the people. 


The Right's plan to create two departments in our country is therefore an 
economic error. 


The creation of two departments in Reunion would only divide tae country 
artificially on the administrative level. Such administrative division is 
completely artificial and gratuitous in so small a territory, but especially 
so in view of the development of communications among the various regions 
of the island. The division of our country into districts might still have 
been understandable in the days when the communications network, particularly 
roads, was less developed. Administrative splitting of Neunion into two de- 
“partments is therefore completely anachronistic today. 


In this too, it can be seen that two departments in Reunion would be some- © 
thing not only artificial but totally inappropriate as well. 


There remains, finally, the political aspect of the rightist plan to divide 
our country and create two aepartments here. It is even the essential,basic 
aspect of the Right's plan in our country. 


And one cannot help recalling what Martin Darene, a spokesman for the Right, 
wrote in the JIR P JOURNAL DE L'ILE DE LA REUNION_7 at the time when this 

"idea" of creating two departments first appeared. Martin Darene said, speci- 
tically, that the division of Reunion into two departments is "a bizarre idea." 


Yet farther 6n he pointed out the advantage to the Right of our country's 
being divided into two departments. 


It is supposed to happen, under the circumstances, as a way of obstructing 
‘the PCR [Reunion Communist Party]... and Martin Darene brought out the full 
meaning of the political operation against the PCR. 


So this, then, is the essential goal sought by the Right in its fight against 
the Left, against change and déveldpment in Reunion. 


The Right wants to turn change in Reunion to its own account. 


It wants to preserve its own political positions by dividing our country into 
two departments, in the hope of controlling one of the assemblies. Thus it 
will be able to oppose and hinder any change in Reunion favoring real develop- 
ment of our country.

PDS LEADER CONDEMNS ACTIONS AGAINST PARTY

[Text] Paris, 28 Sep (AFP)--Senegalese Democratic Party(PDS) Secretary General 
Abdoulaye Wade on Monday in Paris condemned the political machinations mounted in 
Senegal against his party, particularly the arrest of several of his supporters. 


In a press conference, Mr Wade denied accusations of subversion made against his 
party and said he believed that this was engineered by a group of individuals close 
to the government or to the Senegalese Socialist Party, whose objective is the dis- 
appearance of the PDS. 


Mr Wade reaffirmed: We have never thought of taking over power through force. Since 
the PDS was created in 1974, it has always carried out its activities within the 
framework of the constitution in order to achieve power democratically, he said. He 
urged that this supporters be treated according to the law, which does not now seem 
to be the case. 


Mr Wade added: We have been accused of possessing firearms. But in spite of numer- 
ous searches, no arms have been found in our possession and none will be found, be- 

cause we have never acquired any. The PDS leader then stated that he had never been 
informed of the visit to Libya by several of his supporters. 


Mr Wade also indicated that he recently went to Tripoli after the event of the 

gulf of Sidra where two Libyan planes were shot down by two U.S. planes. He de- 
clared that the PDS, which considered this a provocation, had to express its solid- 
arity with Libya. 


According to Mr Wade, Senegal is now facing a democratic deadlock. The ruling social- 
ist party does not want any change of regime and wants only small parties to exist 
because they will not pose any threat to it. 


The PDS secretary general, who plans to return to Senegal, indicated that if truly 
democratic elections were held, his party would accede to national responsibilities.

All being well, BP will, in the near future, be producing fertilisers to help cushion 
this country's acute food shortages.

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FOR quite a long time now, Algeria and Tan- 
zania though separated by a vast distance, 
have been enjoying very close ties. Sharing a 
common ideological outlook, the two countries 
have acted in unison in many an intem ational 
fora. 

Of late, bilateral ties have taken an ever bet- 
ter turn, with the two countries working out 
mutually advantageous trade ‘and economic 
arrangements in a true spirit of collective 
reliance. 

Although both Algeria and Tanzania belong 
to the group of developing countries, each of 
them has areas of skill and expertise that can 
and should be tapped to each other's benefit. 

It is thus heartening that Algeria has, for in- 
stance, offered Tanzania assistance in the 
energy sector because the former country has a 
i wealth of resources and experience in the 
ield. 

The bilateral economic ties are still growing. 
Not only have Algeria and Tanzania 
established institutional framework for 
developing closer economic and trade links. 

But periodically there have also been 
welcome announcements of practical deals. 
This is the context in which the latest Algeria- 
Tanzania trade agreement must be seen. 

Yesterday, Minister of Trade Ali Mchumo an- 
nounced, upon arrival from Algiers, that Tan- 
zania will export to Algeria agricultural and 
industria’. goods worth 600 = million/- this 
financial year.

"GETTING WEAKER'

EVIDENCE available shows 
that our Goverr.ment is get- 
ting weaker and weaker in 
controlling its own ex. 
penditure and in_ ensuring 
proper utilisation of funds 
allocated by Parliament. This 
is one area calling for urgent 
attention. 

When addressing the armed 
forces rally in Dar es Salaam 
on July 20 this vear, President 
Nyerere pointed out some of 
the internal factors which 
contribute to the worsening of 
our country’s economic 
position. 

Poor pricing policy of 
agricultural commodities 
coupled with poor a tan- 
sportation system and, by im- 
plication, poor control of 
government expenditure were 
among the internal factors 
cited the President. 

The President stressed the 
need to control government 
expenditure and to stick to 
limits approved by 
Parliament. e problem is 
how to do it; whether there is 
oy financial discipline in 
the Civil Service and if there 
is not, how to breng it about. 

Over the years, the con- 
troller and Auditor-General 
has persistently pointed out in 
his annual reports that large 
sums of public funds in- 
cluding fixed assets have been 
either stolen, misappropriated 
and or unaccounted for. 





Let alone failure by some 
Ministries and regions to sub- 
mit their accounts in time for 
audit so that government ac- 
counts have always been in 
arrears, detection of 
mismanagement of public 
funds is in arrears too. 

For the audited accounts 
244.02 milhion/- were either 


unaccounted for a lacked 
adequate supporting 
documents in 1977/78. The 
figure soared to 488.86 
million/- in 1978/79. 

As for theft in 1976/77, 
9,038,278/- were lost. The 


figure rose to 10,342,843/- in 
1977/78 and 17,882,609/- in 


1978/79. 

Other property stolen 
(stores plus inventory) was 
valued at 7,688,313/- in 
1976/77, 32,546,051/- in 
1977/78 and 13,689,840/- in 
1978/79. : 

Imprest and advances unac- 
céumted for were 60.72 


mllion/- in 1977/78, shooting 
up to 85.86 million/- in 
1978/79. We do not know yet 
how much was stolen and 
unaccounted for in 1979/80. 

Even the figures so far 
quoted do not show the whole 
picture since many accounts 
were not available for audit 
during the respective periods. 

The Government cannot be 
allowed to get away with this 
kind of situation. We would 
not like to see our pockets 
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drained through direct or in- 
direct taxes, so that what we 
pay ends up being misused. 


Efforts by the Auditor- 
General and the Parliamen- 
tary Public Accounts Com- 
mittee to press Government 
for remedial measures have so 
far yielded no fruitful results. 
Our Party may wish to 
critically take this matter as 
it has with the parastatals. 

In this regard, the Chair- 
man of CCM and the CCM 
Central Committee may wish 
to put to task the President 
and the Government on the 
state of financial 
mismanagement in the Civil 
Service. 

Another area of waste of 
public funds is in the deter- 
mination and allocaton of 
resources and poor im- 
plementation of projects. 

For example, after the 
Party pronouncement on 
Siasa ni Kilimo in 1974 — 
the Iringa Resolution whicn 
stressed, inter alia, the need 
to develop irrigation schemes 
— what followed a'most im- 
mediately after that was in- 
discriminate allocation of 
funds to all the regions in 
Tanzania Mainland for 
“Kilimo che Kiangazi"’. regar- 
dliess of whether or not there 
existed concrete irrigation 
schemes in the various 
regions. 
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Small wonder therefore 
that when the Minister of 
Agriculture was answering a 
question in Parliament two 
years ago, he was unable to 
state whether or not monies 

ent so far on Kilimo cha 

jangazi had produced any 
concrete or positive resuls. 

One can only conclude th-t 
no proper irrigation schemes 
existed and that some of the 
funds were diverted to other 
uses in places where such 
schemes never existed. 

Let us hope that the recen- 
tly announced national 
irrigation plan and its in- 
Stitutionalisation will save 
the nation from future finan- 
cial losses. 

Funds allocation to regions 
must be made strictly against 
concrete and well conceived. 
irrigation scheme — small or 
big — not against hazy plans 
or anticipated schemes. After 
all, we really do not have 
money to waste. 

Another example which 
shows how much the country 
loses heavily not only in terms 
of local currency but also in 
terms cf foreign exchange, is 
the arrival of new plants and 
machinery for new projects 
which have hardly left the 
drawing board. 

Due to prolonged delay in 
the completion of factory 
buildings and inadequcte 
storage facilities, the 
machinery is spoiled bevond 
even repair. Heavens know 
how many millions of 
shillings have been wasted 
this way. Solution to this 
problem lies in proper project 
implementation. 


In any case, it is less costly 
to wait for arrival of 
machinery and other equip- 
ment when factory buildings 
and other necessary in- 
stallations are ready than it is 
the other way round. 

There is now an out<ry for 


mechanisation of _ agri- 
culture — by replacing 
the hoe with a tractor. 
Lec us hope the les- 


sons of the pasi have been 
taken seriously Many trac- 
tors had been bought in the 
past for agricultural purpose. 


Most of them died soon after 
arrival because of poor main- 
tenance brought about by 
poor or lack of skilled 
mechanics in rurai areas. 

Now there is an added ex- 
cuse which can .always be 
used — that is lack of spare 
parts. Solution lies in training 
rural mechanics to attend to 
the tractor. Villages which do 
not have village mechanics 
should not be allocated with a 
tractor even if they have the 
money to buy one. 

Of course, a group of 
villages can join together to 
establish a common workshop 
and share the few mechanics 
that may be around. In the 
past, mention had been made 
of the need to establish such 
service centres to cater for 
several villages but no 
progress is seen to have been 
made along these lines. 

Indiscriminate distribution 
of tractors must be con- 
demned. Our politicians at 
local level particularly will 
have a leading role to play in 
making the necessary 
preparations before a tractor 
comes to a village. a 

Let us now forget that 
economic viability of a trac- 
tor is based on large-scale far- 
ming. And successful large- 
scale farming depends also on 
manuring, irrigation, and ex- 
tra weeding. For the tractor 
only breaks the land and this 
is not enough. Those using 
oxen ploughs should be en- 
couraged to do so and others 
be brought into it. It is by far 
cheaper to maintain an oxen 
plough than a tractor. 

The President also stressed 
on the socialist importance of 
the social consumption fund 
which is used to provide 
essential social infrastructure 
to ag many people as possible. 

No socialist can dispute the 
importance of this fund and 
the need to swell! it up. But we 
have to look for the sources of 
funding. 

Milk is an essential food 
substance. We need it for the 
health of our children and for 
our own. But milk comes from 
a cow and that cow must be 
properly fed in order to 
produce enough milk. If we 
want more milk, we shall 
need more cows and so on. 


In the same manner, the 
social fund for our health ser- 
vices, water and education 
comes from the production 
sector of our economy — that 
is the cow. If we want funds 
out of it we have to feed 
properly that sector. And if 
we want more, then we have 
to expand the sector — invest 
in it. If a cow is not properly 
fed, the milk will dry up and 
the cow will eventually die. 


In the same way, if the 
production sector is not main- 
tained, social funds will run 
out and eventually the sector 
will die too. We need no 
foreigner to teach us this sim- 
ple truth. 

No one can deny the fact 
that for a long time the coun- 
try has had its priorities in 
this vital area of production 
vis-a-vis consumption upside 
down except for the nice 
production slogans. 


Foreign grant and 
donations have conrributed to 
this lopsidedness. Most of our 
health services have been 
developed through foreign 
= and donations. But un- 
ortunately, the foreign donor 
does not generate local funds 
for recurrent expenditure on 
these services. The local funds 
must come from the local. 
production sector. And once 
the services have been 
established they have to be 
kept running and maintained 
properly. 

So the Government finds it- 
self confronted with a choice 
between production and con- 
sumption. Money that should 
have gone into production 
will now have to go into the 
health services which were 
initiated by foreign grants. 

The same problem is with 
education and with water. 
The Government wanted all 
Tanzanians to have adequate 
water supply by the year 1981. 
We have not gone very far in 
this area, because of a weak 
economic base. And if we 
based the programme on 
foreign grants, that will be at 
the danger of ruining further 
the weak economic base, for 
we will be called upon to 
finance the recurrent expen- 
diture part of the 
programme. This means 
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diverting more resources from 
the production sector to the 
consumption sector. 

The same argument could 
be applied though to a limited 
extent to some of the 
economic infrastructures — 
proposed tarmac rvads, the 
Dodoma Capital projects 
whose foundation can only be 
the production sector not 
foreign grants. 

So the problem as! see it, is 
not as difficult as that of the 
chicken and egg puzzle. One, 
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cannot eat nothing. He has ta. 


produce first before he can eat 
it. Fortunately, the Govern- 
ment has over that past few 
years practically seen the 
light, just as it has of late seen 
the truth about the im- 
portance of foreign exchange. 

In the past, we used to sing 
the song that whatever we 
produce we must first eat to 
our satisfaction, and only if 
there is surplus left shall we 
sell for export. We were 
foolish. 


Now we are sayin 
whatever we produce we will 
eat only a little and the rest 
be scld outside to earn us 
foreign exchange which we 
need for our continued sur- 
vival. Now we have become 
wise. Thanks to God but it 
took us too long a time to see 
the truth.

PUBLIC and private em- 
plovers have been asked to 
liaise with the Tanzania 
Workers Organisation 
(JUWATA) to chart a 
strategy for increased produc- 
tivity. 

They should then go further 
to determine whether workers 
deserve salary increases or 
bonuses. 

Labour and Social Welfare 
Minister Alfred Tandau said 
the task should nor be left 
wholly in government hands. 

He was speaking in 
Morogoro yesterday, at the 
opening of a_ three-day 
meeting on workers’ welfare. 
Participants include govern- , 
ment representatives as well | 
as those of employers and | 
workers. 

The minister directed 
however that before effecting 
salary increases or bonus, em. 
ployers should enter into a 
voluntary contract with 
JUWATA. The contracts 
must, however, be passed by 
the Permanent Labour 
Tribunal, he said. 

Ndugu Tandau said such 
contrects must stress the 
follow ing: 

@Explain clearly the present 
state of the firm's produc- 
tivity; 


@Define the various ob- 
stacles to the firm's increased 
productivity including costs of 
production or services, 
@Point out in detail steps to 
be taken in combating the ob- 
stacles, 

@Chart out new targets of 
production or service and 
@Clearly explain the new 
working scheme, salary in- 
creases and other working 
conditions. 

The minister stressed that 
the new policy on produc- 
tivity, income and _ prices, 
whose main aim was to give 
better incentives to workers as 
part of the drive to boost 


productivity, should be 
strictly implemented by all 
employers. 

Ndugu Tandau _ said 


although the country was 
facing many problems some of 
which had direct impact on 
the welfare of employers and 
workers, poor productivity in 
industries and offices was an 
endemic problem whose 
solution must be sought 
collectively by the govern- 
ment, employers and worke's 
themselves. 

He called on the meeting, 
jointly organised by JUWATA 
and the Association of 
Tanganyika Employers 
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(ATE), to discuss deeply the 
question of “voluntary con- 
tracts” that would be reached 
between employers and 
JUWATA as a means of in- 
creasing salaries and other 
work incentives. 

He reminded that since 
productivity essentially meant 
increased efficiency in work, 
“it is during the time of 
preparing the contracts that 
obstacles to work efficiency 
will be defined and ways of 
combating them sought”. 

Ndugu Tandau described 
the meeting, which he hoped 
would from now on be an an- 
nual event as “important and 
historic’’ because it was the 
first of its kind to bring 


together the three main 
“powers of production’’ — 
government, employers and 
workers. 


He hoped that the meeting 
would foster co-operation bet- 
ween the three “powers” so 
that together they could solve 
most of the glaring problems 
facing the country and 
thereby building a sound 
economic base for the country.

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GOVERNMENT CONSIDERING ACTION AGAINST STEEL COMPANY

[Text] The Government is considering action against the Dar es Salaam-based Coastal 
Steel Industries for its involvement in real estate speculattion, the Minister for 
Lands, Housing and Urban Development, Ndugu Mustafa Nyang'anyi, said in the city at 
the weekend. 


Coastal Steel Industries, a 1976 locally registered business firm with non-citizen 
owners, is linked with houses that have mushroomed at the "Baobab Village" which 
stands on plot number 1259 at the Msasani Peninsula in Dar es Salaam. 


The Minister told the Daily News that his Ministry was liaising with the Ministries 
of Home Affairs and Foreign Affairs and the Attorney-General's Chambers on the matter. 


He said Coastal Steel Industries, which was offered plot number 1259, sub-divided it 
into 26 plots--from 1259A to 1259B--and started building houses on them, 


Upon learning this, he said, the Ministry became suspicious, gummoned the owner of 
the company, one Nicola Colangela, and demanded explanation on the ownership of the 
houses and the right of occupancy over the sub-divided plots. 


Responding, Colangela, equipped with documents on plot and house ownership, told the 
Ministry that the houses were owned by 26 Coastal Steel Industries’ subsidiaries, 
four of which were an embassy. 


Ndugu Nyang'anyi said "The mention of an embassy as a subsidiary of a company made 
my Ministry more suspicious about the affairs of Coastal Steel Industries. 


"After a lot of discussion, Colangela left behind in the ministry the file containing 
his documents. He has not returned since," he added. 


He said that when summoned, Coastal Steel Industries General Manager Richard 
Schneiter said he did not know anything about the houses at the Msasani Peninsula. 


The Daily News has found ot that Nicola Colangelo, of La Spezia in Italy, left Dar 


es Salaam early this year for Paris via Nairobi where he owns shares in an Italian 
firm-~-Ital Fabric. 
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soon after, his wife, who was staying in house 1259A, left for Nairobi to join 
her husband. The couple has not come back. 


Early this year, this newspaper discovered that apart from the 26 houses on plot 
number 1259, Coastal Steel Industries had 24 other plots in the same area with 
completed and half-completed houses and undeveloped land, 


On the ten-acre plot number 1259, houses--marked S, F, Q, and E--belong to an 


embassy in Dar es Salaam. Of the twenty-six houses on the sub-divided plots, only 
these four have title deeds. 
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MINISTER ASKS INSTITUTE TO TRAIN ADULT EDUCATION EXPERTS

The Institute which started ten years ago has so far trained 410 diploma holders, of 
which 341 are men. It has also, trained 24,121 primary school teachers off-campus. 


The Minister observed that most adults had passed the third and fourth stages in 
literacy education, adding that the Insticute should widen its scope to accommodate 
the ensuing advanced needs. 


He praised the Institute for its initiative in promoting national development cam- 
paigns and urged that more efforts should be made to educate the people on the Pa 
intentions and advantages «f government campaigns. 


The Institute, he said, had commendably publicised the Mtu ni Afya (man is health) 
campaign, and was now educating the people on the importance of afforestation. 


Such campaigns by the Institute are echoed to the remotest areas of the country which 
are not easily reached because of communication problems," he said.

The Deputy Minister also said that the ministry of Labour and Social Welfare, in 
collaboration with the Ministry of Defence and National Service, would launch a 
programme under which national servicemen would be sent to villages to help train 
villagers in carpentry, animal husbandry, and agriculture. 


He said in order to make the programme a success, the ministry was training about 
300 teachers at Morogoro and Dar es Salaam, to man the district vocational centres. 


Ndugu Kibona told the delegation that scientists and technologists had been en- 
couraged to participate in implementing those programmes. The establishing of 
such centres would enable pupils completing primary education to learn some 
technical skill. 
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FUEL SHORTAGE HINDERS MASASI DISTRICT RELIEF PLANS

[Text] Efforts to rush food to peasants facing an acute shortage in Masasi District, 
Mtwara Region, are being hampered by lack of fuel, it was learnt yesterday. 


The Mtwara Regicnal Commissioner, Ndugu Lawi Sijaona, told this newspaper in a 
telephone interview, that consultations were underway with the Prime Minister's 
Office and the Water and Energy Ministry to solve the problem. 


Reports reaching Mtwara attributed the shortage to the breakdown of an oil tanker 
hauling diesel to the southern region, which had been sent to Mombasa for repairs, 
he said. 


He explained that the Tanzania Petroleum Development Corporation (TPDC) delivered 
18,000 litres of diesel by road last Saturday which were immediately distributed 
to transporters and the Tanzania Electric Supplies Company (TANESCO). 


The supply was, however, too little, he said, pointing out that the region consumed 
450,000 litres of fuel per month. 


"We are stuck. We cannot do anything now", Ndugu Sijaona said, adding that there 
was a "good amount" of cassava stocks in National Milling Corporation (NMC) godowns 
in the region awaiting hauling to the affected areas, 


It is estimated that some 28,000 people at Mchauru, Nakohi, Nanyumbu and Chiungutwa 
villages, including western Likese Division in the district are affected by the 
food shortage. 


The Regional Commissioner said they would press to have the fuel delivered to 
Mtwara by road although, he pointed out, this would be more costly. 


tie said the relief food supplies would be obtained within the region where some 


2,000 tonnes of cassava were stocked in NMC godowns. Peasants expect to harvest 
another 15,900 tonnes of the starch this season. 
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Ndugu Sijaona explained that the fuel shortage had also affected industrial 
activity in the region. There were four cashewnut processing factories and a 
sisal estate running on diesel-generated electric power, he said. 


He, meanwhile, clarified that the relief supplies would be given free of charge 
to people without purchasing power because of physical disability. 


Those with money would buy the foodstuff while able-bodied individuals lacking 
money would work in development projects and get the food in return, he explained. 


He said the district authorities had been instructed to divide the affected people 
into the three categories to facilitate the campaign. 


Some 16,000 tonnes of cassava and millet will be delivered to the affected areas 
over the next six months. It is expected that the peasants will then start 
harvesting short-term crops like sweet potatoes, yams, and peas. 
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PRIVATE FIRMS MUST RAISE WAGES BY FIFTEEN PERCENT

PRIVATE firms will have to 
increase salaries of their em- 
pl by at least 15 per cent, 
following the recent ad- 
justment of the minimum 
wage from 480 to 600 shillings 
per month, a spokesman of 
the Tanzania Workers 
Organisation (JUWATA) said 
in Dar es Salaam yesterday. 

A reasonably lower per- 
centage than the obligatory 15 
would, however, be en- 
tertained provided the em- 
ployer bad sufficient reasons 
for not effecting the 15 per 
cent rise, the spokesman ex- 
plained. 

Such reasons, he added, 
should be economic like the 
problems associated with 
production — low capacity, 
high: production costs and 
others. 

He stressed that all ad- 
justments should be made in 
consultation with JUWATA 
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branches within the private 
firms. 

A circular to this effect 
would be issued today by the 
JUWATA headquarters in 
Dar es Salaam, he added. 

The spokesman said the 
agreements on the ad- 
justments should be sub- 
mitted to the JUWATA 
headquarters, with copies to 


the Permanent Labour 
Tribunal (PLT) for record 
purposes. 


Private firm members of the 
Association of Tanzania ©m- 
ployers (ATE) should also 
send their copies to ATE for 
records, he added. 

There are about 1,000 
private employers in the coun 
try. Of these, about 350 are 
members of the Dar ens 
Salaam -based ATE. 

The salary adjustments 
follow the government's move 
to raise the minimum wage ef- 
fective July this year. - 
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The government also in- 
creased by at least 20 per cent 
the salaries of all civil ser- 
vants earning above 600/-. 
But the ratio tapers as the 
salaries increase. 

The increases were 20 per 
cent for those earning from 
G01 to 1,000/-, 19.4 per cent 
for salaries of 1,000/- to 
2,000/-, 18.5 per cent for those 
earning between 2,000/- and 
3,000/-, 17.6 per cent for 
salaries between 3,000 and 


4,000/- and 16.1 per cent for 
those earning between 4,000/- 
and 5,000/- a month 
The percentage increase 
drops sharply for those ear- 
ning above 5,000/- a month. 
Presidential Standing 
Committee. on Parastata! 
Orgagisations (SCOPO) had 
announced in a circular last 
mon'h that salaries of 
parastatal workers earning 
above the minimum wage 
would get a 15 per cent rise.

Q: — Ndugu Ngombalic, 
Mbeya Region has of late 
succeeded to develop a 
number of villages which, 
apart from having the 
potential for stable 
economic and_ social 
viability, could serve as 
models for the cou ntry’s ef- 
forts to bring about 
development. through 
socialist transformation. 
What have been the un 
derlying reasons for this 
success? 

A: — Let me begin by stating 
that the policy of socialism 
and self-reliance as a whole 
has, since its promulgation in 
the Arusha Declaration in 
1967, been well received by 
the people — workers and 
peasants throughout the coun- 
try. Likewise the socialist 
rural policy —- which occupies 
a central place in the coun- 
try'’s policy — was en- 
thusiastically welcomed by 
the peasantry. 

But what followed during 
the first years «f its im- 
plementation were spon- 
taneous efforts by the 
peasants themselves to effect 


the desired changes. There 
wea no serious ant organised 
backing fram rbeve, irom the 
Party and the Covernmeni 


This is why. in mv view. we 
have not made much progress 
to date if we take the country 
as a whwole. 


For an effective im- 
plementation of l'jamaa 
vijijini, we need centralised 
leadership, centralised super- 
vision as well as com- 
prehensive programmes for 
the step to step im- 
plementation of the Lome 

Turning to your ques 
what has been happening in 
Mbeya Region during the last 
three years is a deliberate ef- 
fort on the part of the Party to 
play its leadership role in the 
struggle of the masses to bring 
about a socialist transfor- 
mation of the countryside. 

For the Party to be the 
leading force in the struggle 
for socialism in the Region, it 
had first to be united 
ideologically and in action 
especially at the leadership 
level.

Q: — You have pointed out 
that centralised leadership 
and sup-rvision, an ef- 
fective organisation of 
labour and definition of 
targets, are essential for 
the aucceasful im- 
plementation of Ujamaa 
vijijinét. | have had the oc: 
casion to visit several 
regions in the country and 
these requirements are 
lacking in th rural 
programmes. What do you 
think should be done?. 
A:— This is where the Party 
comes in. Socialism and self- 
reliance is the policy of the 
Party. It is therefore for CCM 
to lead the struggle for the 
implementation of this policy. 
It is for the Party to ensure 
that all regions have a unified 
and centralised socialist 
leadership as well as 
elaborate programmes for ef- 
fecling the socialist rurel 
transformation envisaged. 
Our weakness hitherto has 
been that the implementation 
of Ujamaa has been left 








almost entirely te the 
initiative of the villagers and 
to the individual leaders in 
the regions amd districts 
Q: — The brigades-tecam 
stem you have just men- 
tioned is nat common in 
Tanzania. What is its 
modus operandi? 
A: — This is simply a method 
of organizing labour. The first 
step is for cach village to 
know the number of able- 
bodied persons among its 
population. The second step is 
to. divide all the able-budied 
persons in the village into 
brigades and teams. 

There are about 100 people 
in each brigade, but in most 
Mbeya villages the num- 
ber varies in accordance with 
objective conditions per- 
tnining to the villages. A team 
is a small unit of a brigade, 
comprising about 10 able- 
bodied persons. Thus in every 
brigade, you will have roughly 
10 teams. 

Let us take a hypothetical 
ease of a village with six 
brigades and a target to 
cultivate say 300 acres of an 
Ujamaa farm. What is done to 
facilitate implementation of 
the target, is to assign each of 


the six brigades 50 acres of. 


the Ujamaa village farm. 

Each brigade is responsible 
for the preparation of its 
alloted portion, planting, 
weeding as well as harvesting. 
In the day to day im- 
plementation of the work of 
the brigade, the teams act as 
tack forces. The brigade's 
leader defines the task to be 
accomplished by each team in 
n given day and the im- 
plementation of the task is 
left to the teaw and its leader. 

In the implementation of 
Ujamaa work, the Party has 
promoted the development of 
the spirit of socialiat 
emulation. According to this 
practice, teams within the 
same’ brigade vie with one 
another in a struggle to im- 
plement what is assigned to 
them hetter than the others. 

This spirit is alto en- 
couraged at the level of the 
twigndes in the village. the 
villages within a ward, wards 
within a division, and finally 
between districts of the 
region. 


The Pacty intends to extend 
the use of des and teama 
to the’ implementation of 
other village projects such as 
brick-makin road con- 
struction and maintenance 
etc. ; 


Q: — To what extent are 
regional leaders involved 
im this task of socialist 
rural transformation in 
Mbeya? 

A: — They are fully involved. 
In the first place, they ‘awe 


heen charged with the respon- - 


sibility of charting out targeis 
as well as the necessaty 
guidelines for effective im- 
plementation of the targets. 
The targets are usually 
worked out after lengthy 
discussions at regional, 
district and village levels. 


In a nutshell, what happens 


is that all major decisions on. 


the implementation of the 
rural policy are taken by the 
Party. A seminar follows at- 
tended by all Regional 
Executive Committee mem- 
hers as well as officials from 
key sectors in the Regional 
and Area Commissioner's of- 


fices. 

The seminars, which 
usually take two to three 
days, discuss the Party 


decisions as well as methods 
of implementing targets and 
mobilising the people. Similar 
seminars are anined at 
district level, divisional, ward 
and finally at the village 


In addition to the seminars 
fur the leadership of all levels 
in the region, mass meetings 
are held in all the villages 
during which targets, 
organisation of labour and 
socialist development in 
general are di ; 


At the same time, the Party 
leadership organises l 
villa meetings of Party 
members only in which the 
leadership fole of the Party 
and Party members in the im- 
plementation of Ujamaa 
policy is thoroughly discussed. 
Q: — What kind of in- 
centives do you provide to 
villages which fulfil their 
targets well? 

A: — We have a system of 
socialist competition between 
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different villages. Normally, 
at the level of the region, we 
give awards to about 10 -best 
vill in the region. These 
are followed by district 
awards. Every district selects 
10 best villages as well and 
awards them. 

It is the intention of the 
Party in the region to develop 
and extend this practice of 
awards to the divisional, ward 
and village level where best 
brigades and teams will also 
ey rured, ao 4 «ema. 
QS: Fea’ hate alluded 
earlier to the practice the 
Party hae evolved in 
Mbeya Region whereby 
Party Leaders hold special 
meetings in the villages 
with Party members only. 
Can you elaborate on that? 


A: — This practice is part of a 
limited programme initiated 
by the Regional Executive 
Committee meeting of August, 
1979 in Kyela aimed at 
strengthening the Party at 
grassroots level. 

The Party leadership had 
realized in the course of the 
implementation of (‘jamaa 
vijtjini (argets in 1978/79 that 
Ujamaa activities lacked a 
driving force. 

Analysis of the situation 
made us realise that what was — 
lacking was effective Party 
leadership in the day t day 
implementation of Ujamaa 
activities. Political and 





_ ideological conscionsness was 


in general low among Party 
members and as : result they 
did not consider Ujamaa as 
their special project. 

So meetings and seminars 
for Party members only have 
heen organised in villages as 
part of our programme to 
strengthen the Party by 
arousing Party members and 
raising their political con- 
scionsness. mectings 
and seminars have proved 
very fruitful politically and 
ideologically. 

Party members have begun 
to play a vanguard role in the 
implementation of Ujamaa 
and other nation building ac- 
tivities in their villages. 


The success attained by 
many villages in the last two 


years is in part due to the ac- 
tive participation of Party 
members in these Ujamaa ac- 
tivities. 


Q: — So far, what do you 
consider to be the moat im- 
portant achievement of the 
Party in the im- 
plementation of Ujamaa in 
Mbeya Region? 
A: — The most important 
thing acnieved by the Party 
during the three years 

deliberate implementation. of. 
Ujamad vijijini in to create 
conditions in the region which 
have made the masses of 
peasants realize the correct- 
ness of the Party teaching 
that effective development 
and liberation in the villages 
can only be achieved through 


socialist cooperation. 


They are seeing for them- 
selves how Ujamaa_ produc- 
tion and other forms of 
cooperation have enabled 
them to solve their flour 
milling problems, their tran- 
sport and transportation 
problems, etc. 


Areas which were hitherto 
condemned to isolation and 
particularly exploited have 
now been opened up to 
regular and reliable traffic 
basically through the Ujamaa 
efforts of the villagers and 
villages themselves. 


This realisation that the 
power to change their con- 
ditions of living, of solving the 
obstacles to their develop- 
ment, is in their hands, is the 
mest important political and 
ideological achievement of the 
Party. It is more than the 
mere owning of tractors, flour 
mills, lorries or buses by the 
village cooperatives. 


Q: — Some Weatern 
economists have heen 
arguing that Tanzania's 
rural strategy is a waste of 
time and resources. They 
argue that in- 
dustrialisation in the only 
way to bail us out of our 
underdevelopment. How do 


you size up this con- 
tention? 


A: —- I do not entirely agree 
with your formulation. For, 
bourgevis economists and 
ideologies have always 


argued against the efforts of 


progressive Third World 


countries to industrialise. 


Posing industrialisation for 
Third World countries as a 
near impossibility, they have 
advocated so-called rural 
development as an end in it- 
self knowing fully well that 
such a policy will condemn 
these countries to the position 
of suppliers of raw materials 
to industrialised countries 
and ent upon imported 
manufactured goods and 
equipment from the in- 
dustrialized countries. This is 
reducing these countries to 
the position of neo-colonies. 


Q: — Am I to infer from 
your remark that socialist 
development in our case 
cannot succeed with out in- 
duatrialisation? 


A: — It will be short-lived, for 
it will be an underdeveloped 
socialism and a dependent 
socialism at that. Socialist 
development is the develop- 
ment of the productive forces 
of the society and the 
revolutionising of production 
relations in agriculture, in- 
dustry, commerce, etc. 


Of course, in the initial 
stages of the revolution, as is 
the case in Tanzania, where 
the main task is the creation 
of a basis for the building of 
socialism, agriculture must be 
the base of economic activity. 


It is agriculture which can 
gainfully engage the millions 
of able-bodied Tanzanians; it 
is agriculture, proper! 
organised og oe ay which 
cannot only the peo 
but create the surplus sited 
to both service present day 
development needs and pay 
for the industrialisation of the 
count ry. 


Then, as industries develop, 
particularly heavy and 
chem ical industry. 
agricultural development gets 
a boost in that heavy industry 
facilitates mechanisation of 
agricuture and the 
generalized use of fertilizers 
and other industrial inputs. 
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To sum up, I will say that 
the building of socialism in 
Tanzania or in any other 
Third World country is in- 
conceivable outside a total 
process of agricultural and in- 
dustrial revolution. In the ob- 
jective situation of a back- 
ward, predominantly 
agricutural country like Tan- 
zania, agriculture has a 
strategic:lly crucial role to 
play for its own revolution, 
and for any serious in- 
dustrialisation of the country. 


Q: — We have just started 
implementing the National 
Economic Survival 
Programme (NESP) which 
aims, among other things, 
at increased industrial and 
agricultural output to 
boost our foreign exchange 
earnings. Some peopiec, 
however, are pessimistic 
over the outcome of the 
programme on grounds 
that we usually make high- 
sounding plans the im- 
plementation of which is 
poor. Would you subscribe 
to such a view? 


A: — I wouldn't. I am wn- 
fident that the NESP can be 
implemented if the leadership 
in the Party and the Govern- 
ment plays its role effectively. 


Our experience over the last 
two to three years in o_o 
in mobilising the people for 
production in general and 
socialist production in par- 
ticular, has shown that the 
problem is not with the people 
but with the leadership. 


The Tanzania workers and 
peasants are always willing to 
play their part in the struggle 
for socialism and also con- 
tribute effectively to 
national survival efforts. 


What has been a problem 
and may prove to be a serious 
handicap in implementing the 
economic survival 
programme, is lack of com- 
mitment, resolve and ability 
on the part of some of us 
leaders.

Q: — What measures has 
the Party leadership taken 
in Mbeya Region to ensure 
the Region's effective con- 
tribution to the national 
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economic survival efforts? 


A: — Party and Government 
organs in Mbeya Region had 
already prepared and passe: 
for implementation its 
economic programme for 
1981/82 when the National 
economic Survival 
Programme was launched by 
NEC in mid-May, 1981. 


The 1981/82 Regional 
Programme has been termed 
the “Year for Consolidating 
socialism and Siasa ni Kilimo 
requirements” in the villages 
to highlight the Party’s in- 
tention during the coming 
year to concentrate on the im- 
provement of = socialist 
cooperation as well as on in- 
creasing the yields per unit of 
Ujamaa and individual 
household farms through bet- 
ter farming methods. 


A two-day seminar of 
Regional Executive Com- 
mittee members, Regional 
and District officials, as well 
as Divisional and Ward 
Secretaries was held on &th 
and %h May to thoroughly 
discuss the programme and 
chart out the implementation 
strategy and tactics. 
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After the announcement of 
NESP bt the NEC in mid- 
May, a special meeting of the 
Regional and District leader- 
ship of the Party, Government 

Parastatals was convened 
on June lith, 1981. This 
meeting discussed the dif- 
ferent aspects of the National 
Economic Survival 
Programme. 


It called upon all districts 
to organise teams which will 
go to the villages, factories 
and offices to explain to the 
masses the difficult economic 
situation now facing the coun- 
try and emphasize on the 
patriotic duty of every Tan- 
zanian to contribute’ ef- 
fectively to its improvement. 


These teams will discuss 
with the villagers the Ujamaa

tainment. 


The discussions will also

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Other teams will visit of- 
fices and factories in the 
region to discuss with the 
workers and management on 
how to strengthen discipline 
in work places, increase 
production in factories and 
improve efficiency in offices 
and service centres.

Ndugu Johansson said the 
plant, whose construction 
started in 1978, would be 
ready for trial production of 
Scania trucks weighing not 


less than seven :onnes by the 
end of this year. 

“We are now in the final 
stage of civil works con- 
struction and are installing 
machinery in the workshop. 
We should be ready by the 
end of this year,” he said. 

The General Manager said 
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raw materiais ius we assem- 
bly plant for the first three 
months of its trial operation 
had arrived, adding that an 
average of 20 trucks per 
month would be assemb 
during the trial period. 

He said the trial period 
would last four to five months 
before full production started 
during which 100 trucks 
would be assembled monthly. 

“However, this depends on 
the availability of raw 
materials. We are in the final 
stages of finalising a deal for 
raw materials for the rest of 
the vear — 1982,” he ex- 
plained. 


He further said that ten 


staff houses at the site of the 
plant were nearing com- 
pletion. The plant is expected 
to employ about 200 workers. 
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The plant will be run by 
TAMCO. The National

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MINISTER ISSUES NDC'S FIFTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT

Corporation's (NDC) per- 
formance declined sharply in 
1979 because of inflationary 
factors and the transfer of 
assets and liabilities from the 
corporation to newly-formed 
parastatals. 

NDC’s fifteenth annual 
report, launched in’ Dar es 
Salaam yesterday by In- 
dustries Minister Basil 
Mramba, showed that the 
total revenue fell by 32.9 per 
cent from 62.9 million/- in 
1978 to 42.2 million/- in 1979. 
_ The operating profit drop- 
ped from 40.5 million/- to 
20.0million/- over the same 
period, a variance of 50.1 per 
cent, the report said. It said 
inflation and war effects af- 
fected raw materials 
procurement, foreign ex- 
change availability, and tran- 
sportation. 

It said the hive-off of 
several group companies to 
form new parastatals and the 
granting of autonomy to some 
companies brought down 
NDC sales by 1,110.7 
million/-, earnings by 92.3 
million/- and narrowed down 
the cash flow by 10,035.9 
million/-. 

According to the report, the 
rem oval of the chemical sector 
— leading té formation of thé 
National Chemical Industries 


(NCI) last year resulted in a’ 


loss of 776.5 million/- in sales. 
72.2 million/- in earnings and 
1,830 million/- in cash flow. 

Some 29 subsidiaries and 
nine new projects were tran- 
Sterred from NDC, while the 
breweries and cigarette com- 
panies became autonomous. 

The report said the overall 
pertormance of the existing 
NDC group companies fell by 
60.9 per cent from 3,064.1 
million/- in 1978 to 1,207.2 
million/- the following vear in 
terms of total revenue. 

It said the aggregate pre- 
tax profit also decreased by 
49.1 per cent from 257.8 
million/- to 131.3 million/- 
over the same period. 

Subsidiaries which did well. 
according to the report, in- 
cluded the Ubungo Farm Im- 
plements (UFI) and the Steel 
Rolling Mills which recdrded 
higher sales than previously. 

The performance of the 
Tanzania Crown Corks was 


poor because of falling 
demand from bottling plants 
whose production declined for 
lack of raw materials. 

The report showed that the 
National Bicycle Company 
(NABICO) registered a loss of 
8.3 million/-. 

The report said various 
studies had been undertaken 
in all companies and that 
their recommendations would 
be implemented to improve 
production. It added, 
however, that this would 
depend on availability of raw 
materials. 

Aspects earmarked for im- 
provement include capacity 
utilisation, accounting stan- 
dardization, cost reduction 
and inventory control.

MUGABE CITED ON NORWEGIAN-ZIMBABWEAN COOPERATION

[Excerpt] "In a possible future crisis situation Norway would do its part to help 
Zimbabwe with oil supplies, but no advance guarantees have been discussed," Prime 
Minister Gro Harlem Brundtland said at a press conference on Saturday [26 September] 
in connection with Zimbabwean Prime Minister Robert Mugabe's official visit to Nor- 
way at the weekend. 


During a round-trip to the Nordic countries in the last week, in which Norway was his 
last stop, Mugabe has asked for continued aid for the reconstruction of his war- 
torn country. ; 


Because of the imminent change of government in Norway cooperation with Zimbabwe 
was only discussed in general terms. 


Consequently, Prime Minister Gro Harlem Brundtland was unable to make any binding 
promises of increased aid over and above that already approved by the Storting. 


In Sweden Mugabe signed an aid agreement for 100 million kroner [currency not speci- 
fied] for the present finanical year. 


According to reports Norway is said to have raised the possibility of buying ferro- 
chrome from Zimbabwe, but no concrete agreement was reached. However, in the course 
of the autumn a trade delegation from Zimbabwe will visit Norway to discuss the 
possibility of increased economic cooperation. 


In his speech at the dinner held in his honor by the government at Akershus on 
Saturday evening Prime Minister Mugabe offered thanks for the help Norway has given 
to the people of Zimbabwe--both during the liberation struggle and singe the country 
has become independent. 


"We are now looking forward to consolidating and expanding cooperation in the eco- 
nomic, scientific, technical and cultural fields, and we would welcome Norwegian in- 
vestment in Zimbabwe." 


"Our present development program concentrates on the rural areas and we are deter- 
mined to develop these so that living standards there are comparable to those of the 
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The largest part of the international aid we receive is being used with this 
in mind," Mugabe said. He also directed a tough attack at South Africa, which main- 
tains an attitude which amounts to a threat to the reconstruction of Zimbabwe. "The 
excuse for this is that we give sanctuary to enemies of the South African regime, 
but this is not the case. The regime's enemies are in South Africa itself--millions 
of Africans and coloreds who are subjected toapartheid. Our position is clear. 
Apartheid must be ended soon to pave the way for a nonracist, democratic South 
Africa. How this should happen is a question that should be left completely to the 


South African people themselves."
